Chinese Intelligence Rates 
U, S. Troops Low in Bravery

W A SH IN G T O N — U. S. forces have n ow cap­ 
tured a Chin ese combat bulletin givin g their 
secret estimate of American fightin g ability. The 
estimate is about as humiliatin g as an y state­ 
m en t ever m ad e about the white m an in Asia. 
A tran slation , as cabled back to Washin gton , 
follows: 
“ Un ited States troops quickly lose the d esire 
to fight w hen surroun d ed an d surre n d er early, 
or they will throw aw ay heavy equipmen t, hid e 
aw ay un til n ight, an d attem pt to sn eak away 
as in d ivid uals. When they ad van ce, they go far 
quickly so lon g as they can stay on the road 
in their trucks an d tan ks. When they d ismoun t 
an d get off the road , the soun d of firin g will 
m ake them withd raw . 
“ When Un ited States troops are on the d e ­ 
fen se, they can 
be mad e to w ith d raw very 
easily by puttin g a few troops n ear their flan ks. 
When you get in their rear, they become d is ­ 
organ ized an d on ly thin k of gettin g out,

W hen they w ere surroun d ed at Un san for four 
d ays, they d id n othin g. They quail an d flin ch 
at the soun d of heavy firin g.” 
Traged y of this Chin ese in telligen ce estimate 
is that it is true. There are some n otable e x­ 
ception s, such as the m arin es’ valian t fight to 
H un gn am . Also, it should be n oted that our 
fightin g spirit ha.s n ow been roused by Lieut. 
Gen . M atthew Rid gway. 
Apparen tly, the Chin ese estimate of our b r a v­ 
ery in battle was written after the fir.^t Chin ese 
offcn .'ijvc, when the secon d d ivision pan icked 
an d our fron t fell back in a pell-mell, 120-mile 
retreat. Actually, it was an in ferior Chin ese force 
that pushed us back. 
The Un san in cid en t referred to in the Chin ese 
d ocumen t was an am bush n ear the Yalu river, 
before the first m ajor Chin ese strike, an d it 
probably gave en couragemen t to the Chin ese 
to pull off that strike. 
It remain s a fact that the weakn esses poin ted 
out in the Chin ese d ocumen t are the same on es 
which our own in telligen ce reports have shown . 
So t.'ie Chin ese assessmen t, hun iiliaMn g as it 
in ay be. i.< fairly accurate.

In World W ar II, 
troops sen t d irectly from the Mojave d esert to 
Attu in the Aleution islan d s suffered e xtra o rd i­ 
n arily from the cold . However, we have n ot 
learn ed from that lesson . 


Push-B utton W arfare 


Error No. 4— We have been too d epen d en t on 
push-button waifaie. We thougld bombers an d 
tan ks an d rockets would win un d er an y cun cn - 
tion s, but sud d en ly had to revam p our strategy 
right on the battlefield . 
E rror No. 5— Oiigin al lack of heavy win ter 
clothin g, resultin g in frostbite an d m an y a m p u­ 
tation s. Tod ay, U. S. sold iers w ear white Polar 
suits an d felt boots. 
E rror No. 6— Poor in telligen ce. IMacArthur re ­ 
peated ly an d categoi ically cabled Washin gton 
that the Chin ese were bluffin g an d would n ot 
en ter the war. This was con trary to reports of 
cen tral in telligen ce, con trary to the statemen ts 
of Chin ese lead ers, an d con trary to the w a r n ­ 
in gs of the Fren ch an d British. Later, when 
U. S. forces were witlid rawin g, M acA rthur a n ­ 
n oun ced ti'ial Chin ese forces in an d n ear Korea 
were estimated at 1.000,000. To which Ad m. B'or- 
rest S herm an d rily commen ted : “ If there aic 
that m a n \, their supply lin es mu.'-l run all the 
way to Shan ghai.” 
Error No. 7 wa.s morale. In the early d ays of 
the Korean war, U. S. occupation troops from 
Japan , supposed ly the best-train ed in the army, 
were so low in morale they surren d ered in large 
n umbers. Some even apepared on Commun ist 
rad io broad casts urgin g surren d er. 
Tragic as these eirors are, however, they may 
have been a blessin g in d isguise. B’or this Korean 
prelud e to w a r should give us a chan ce to cor­ 
rect our blun d ers before an v all-out w a r starts.

Ad d ed n ot to F.uropean s who thin k Gen eral 
M ac A rth ur “prov-oked ” the Chin ese Red s to a t ­ 
tack UN forces in Korea:
